DX NOTES... 


As we approach 2014 it is interesting to note the number of important operations which are planned to take 
place in the coming year. Right now the Amsterdam Island operation appears to be the most interesting while 
we await the 2015 Heard Island blowout. Among other 2014 planned activations are SMOM, Burkina Faso, 
Sao Tome, REUNION Island, Rodrigues Island, Chatham Island, Mellish Reef, and Tromelin Island. Most of 
these might be considered by some small potatoes in comparison to Amsterdam or Heard, but to many others, 
they are rare. One must always remember one long standing bit of DX wisdom, and that is, ‘If you haven’t 
worked it, it’s rare’. 
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If you are active and on the air routinely, there is always something new to work. Maybe not new to a DKCC 
record but new in terms of other less popular awards or simply new in the effort to meet a goal one might set to 
generate interest in the absence of a true ‘new one’. Working toward 5BDXCC, a WAZ endorsement, or trying 
to work all 90 ITU Zones might be to your taste. Many national amateur radio societies have awards specific to 
their own country. Or for a real test of dedication, try working all 3000+ USA counties. I have never figured 
out how one goes about pursuing that award without totally losing interest, patience and maybe your mind. 


As for me I am still hung up on increasing my 80 meter DXCC count. The goal is within reach but it is slow 
going. The latest conquest in that effort was the K9W Wake Island operation. I caught them twice on 80M CW 
(new on CW as well as 80M for me) and I couldn’t believe how well they were hearing stateside signals and the 
great skill demonstrated by the operators in keeping the multitude of callers in line thus minimizing the bedlam 
that often accompanies a rare operation. 


DX NEWS..... 


1A, SMOM... A team of Italian operators will be active as |AOKM between January 2-7th (2014). An online 
log facility will be also available. Look for more details to be forthcoming. Also, a Web page is now up and 
running, but with limited info at: http://www.1a0km.org 

3C0 & 3C4, ANNOBON IS. & EQUATORIAL GUINEA... EAS5BYP is planning to activate Annobon Island as 
3COBYP with a side trip to Bioko Island, Equatorial Guinea as 3C4BYP. Specific dates have not been 
announced yet, but the operations will happen soon. Stay tuned! QSL via his home callsign. 


5Z, KENYA... ON4EZ, will be active as 5Z4/home call from December 22nd through January 6th. No other 
details were provided. 


7P, LESOTHO... DK3ID will be active as 7P8ID from Lesotho between February 11-16th. Activity will be on 
40-6 meters SSB using 100 watts. QSL via DK3ID or OE8IDK direct. 


8Q, MALDIVES... DL2SBY will be active as 8Q7KB from two of Maldives' islands in 2014. Activity will be 
on 20-10 meters including 17/12 meters CW & SSB and possibly 30 meters CW. The planned schedule has him 
operating from as follows February 12-24. His equipment will be a FT900AT with an ACOM 1010 amp (600w) 
into a triple-leg antenna for 20-10m. He will upload the log onto ClubLog and QSL cards will be printed as 
soon as possible. QSL via DL2SBY. 


9M2,WESTERN MALAYSIA... PAORRS will be QRV as 9M2MRS from Pinang from December 31 to February 23. Activity will 
be on 40 to 10 meters using CW, RTTY and PSK. QSL to home call. 


C9, MOZAMBIQUE... ZS6ALB is again active as C91KHN from Mozambique. The length of his stay is not 


known at this time. Activity has been on 10 and 6 meters. He was using his new contest callsign C91C in the 10 
meter contest last weekend. QSL via his home call sign direct. Log will be uploaded to LoTW and ClubLog. 
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FT5Z, AMSTERDAM IS... A recent press release from KOIR noted that the "Amsterdam Island DXpedition” 
equipment is in New Zealnd and now aboard the MV Braveheart. All our documentation, inspections, de-ratting 
certification, and bio-security clearance — has been completed. The vessel planned to depart for Australia on 
December 26th, at 1400 local time. In Fremantle, additional provisions will be taken aboard and the vessel will 
be re-fueled for the voyage to Amsterdam Island and back. The FT5ZM team members will be arriving in 
Fremantle on January 9th. The team will board the Braveheart on January 14th, configure our maritime mobile 
station, and sail for Amsterdam Island on January 15th. 


H40, TEMOTU PROVINCE... DK9FN is now QRV as both H40FN and H4OTA from Nendo Island until January 10. Activity is 
on 160 to 10 meters. QSL via operator's instructions. 


J7, DOMINICA... AD8J is now active as J79JG from Dominica until 7 February. He will operate mainly CW when not 
scuba diving. QSL via home call and LoTW. 


VKOE, HEARD JS... A press release was posted by KK6EK on December 15th. Excerpts from the press release 
state that the expedition is scheduled for January, 2015. The group will use the Belgian vessel Cmdr. Fourcault, 
taking a team of 35 persons and set sail from Capetown, South Africa, going directly to Heard Island. The team 
will stay at the island for 30-days. Following recovery of the team and equipment, it will return to Capetown. 
The entire journey will take about 50 days. They plan to make at least 150,000 individual contacts worldwide 
using the callsign VKOEK. Real-time reporting of data and images to the internet is planned. More detail will 
come throughout the coming year. 


VK9M, MELLISH REEF... A new press release states that DJ7JC has been added to the team, and they also 
provide his bio info. The details on the boat scheduling have been confirmed for the DXpedition, and as well as 
Stu, K6TU, customized propagation prediction tools. The team continues their fund raising for the DXpedition 
with details on how to donate. For the complete press release, go to:

release-5&catid=34:news&Itemid=58 . The operation is expected to run from March 28, 2014 to April 9, 2014. 


V5, NAMIBIA. DL3DXX is QRV as V5/DL3DXX from Outjo until January 8. Activity is on 160 to 10 meters using mainly CW. 
QSL to home call. 


VQ9, CHAGOS IS... ND9M is once again active as VQ9JC from Diego Garcia. The length of his stay is not 
known. Activity has been on 30/20/17 meters using mostly CW, with some SSB and RTTY. QSL via ND9M. 


W100, SPECIAL EVENT STATION. Look for W100AW from the ARRL HQ Station. The special call is in recognition of the 
ARRL Centennial Year Celebration. W100AW will begin operations from the ARRL Headquarters Maxim Memorial Station 


at 0500Z on 1 January and operations will last the entire 2014 calendar year. See the ARRL Web site for more 
information about QSLing and about the Centennial QSO Party and special centennial certificate.
